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REPORT OF 
SCHOOL BOARD 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1915. 


To the Citizens of Marlow: 


Since our last report. another school year has gone into the ir- 
revocable and unreturnable past; a year with its great opportunities 
for growth and development, and we wish it were possible for every 
parent who reads this, that he or she might understand how much 
they share in making our schools what is termed as good schools. 

We mean schoois that shall make our boys and girls good men 
and women, morally and mentally; citizens that we shall be proud 
of having trained. 

We appreciate and thank the parents who have tried to help 
make the schools a success, and heartily wish and advocate that 
every parent visit school at least once a term. 

We have maintained thirty-two weeks of school in No. 4, where 
as we received an apportionment from the state of $31.20, some- 
thing we have not received before, which gave us an extra week; 
otherwise our chools would have been cut down to thirty-one 
weeks. | 

In order to receive this apportionment next year, which is 
advisable for us to do, and under the present apportionment, the 
school district of Marlow is required by law to raise for schools 
$502.50, the same amount as last year. 

In order to obtain state aid’, the tax for school purposes must 
be $3.40 on a thousand dollars of equalized valuation, and to bring 
our tax to this amount our district must raise by taxation a total 
of no less than $1,103.00. 
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Our number of teachers is small but our transportation fee 
is large, and exceedingly so in the south part of the town where 
some of the parents wrongfully took from their children the 
schooling that was provided for them. 

Our repairs this year were more extensive than some years in 
the past, and not having repair money enough we annexed the $20, 
which was raised to pay the second member of the school board, 
to the repair money. 

The grammar school was taught throughout the year by Miss 
Mary KE. Warde, who first came to town inexperienced as a teach- 
er, but through her good work was retained and proved very 
satisfactory. | 

The primary school was taught the past fiscal year by Miss 
Beatrice F, Herrick, a lady you all know and one who stands most 
highly esteemed in the community. She took up the work inex- 
perienced, but with a good education, and proved herself more 
satisfactory as she continued the work.
